The development of atomic en 
orgy, being an entirely new field 
of human experience, is one which 
possibly mav have a tremendous 
effect upon the dais lives of pee 
pie in the future,” Sen Glen 
O.

"Since there has been no previ­ 
ous experience in the use of this 
type of energy, it is hard to pre­ 
dict the total future effect but, in 
order for atomic energy to be a

tool to make 
human life 
better,” he continued. 


Sen. Jones declared that atomic 
energy for civilian use does not 
present any radical change in our 
way of living or in our methods of 
production.

strangeness consists only in the 
fuel itself because it is essentially 
merely a substitution of the heat 
of nunclear fission for the heat of 
burning coal or other fuels,’* he 
continued.
